WHEREAS draft of the Jhtmsi Can- 


tonment (Regulation of the Collection and Recovery of Taxes 
on Dogs and Vehicles) bye-laws 1979, proposed to be made by 
the Cantonment Board, Jhansi, was published with the Canton- 
ment Board’s Notice No. JHS|TAX|2i2481, dated the 18th De- 
cember, 1979; as reqdlred by section 284 of the Cantonment 
Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting objections and su^estions 
from the persons likely to be trffected thereby within thirty days 
from the date of publiction of the notice; 

AND WHEREAS the said notice was put on the Cantonment 
Notice Board on the 19th December, 1979; 


AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions wore receiv- 
ed from the public by the Cantonment Board, Jhansi, within 
the aforesaid period of thirty days; 


AND WHEREAS the Central Government have duly approv- 
ed and confirmed the said draft of the byc-ltnws as required by 
sub-section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said Act; 

NDW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers confirmed by 
clause (3) of section 282 and section 283 of the said Act, 
and in supersession of the bye-laws published with the U.P. 
Government Municipal Department Notification No. 27331X1 
28C-I|1924, dated the 14th November, 1924, the Cantonment 
Board, Jhinsi, hereby makes the following bye-laws narac- 


has b«n paid or for*a period extending beyond 31st March, 
Hfoljowing the date of issue : — 

(i) Rupees If- per dog in case of a person keeping one 
dog; 

(ii) Rupees 3/- per dog in case of a person keeping two 
Dogs; 

(iii) Rupees 4/- per dog in case of a person keeping three 
Or more Dogs; 

Provided that no tax shall be levied on ; — 

(a) dogs kept within the Cantonment limits for a period 
not exceeding 15 days in any year; 

(b) puppies less than three months old; 

(c) dogs imported into the Cantonment limits during the 
year in respect of which a fax has been paid in 
another Cantonment or in a Municipality, unless such 
tax is less than the tax which, but for this proviso 
would have been payable under clauses (i), (ii) 
and (lii) above and in Mch case the owner or 
keeper shall pay the difference, 

explanation . — Where more than one dog is kept in any 
household or family, the head of such household or 
family shall for the purpose of this tax, be deemed to be the 
owner of all the dogs. 


1. Short title and commencement : — 

(1) These bye-laws may be called the Jhansi Cantonment 
(Regrrlation of the Collection and Recovery of Tax on Dogs 
and Vehicles) Bye-laws 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica- 
tion in the official Gazette, 

2. Rates, time and manner of payment of tax 

* Vehicle taxes shall be Collected at the 

tollowing rates and no Licence shall be granted until the tax 


(iv) four-wheeled vehicles Rs. 6/- per annum or 0,50 
per mensem; 

(v) two-wheeled vehicles other than bullock carts Rs. 4.50 
per annum; 

(vi) bullock carls Rs. 6/- per annum; 

(viij pedal blcjcles Rs. 2.50 per annum or Es. 1.25 for 
half yehr or part -thereof. 

(2) The Executive Officer of the Cantonment shall be the 
licensing officer. 
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(3) The Executive Officer of the CantQnmeEt shall send to 
cvoiy peraon, who in his opinion is liable to pay the said tax, 
a schedule to bo filled by such person with such information 
respecting any dog or vehicle owned by him. or in his charge, 
as the Cantonment Board consider necessary for the purpose 
of assessing the tax. 

(4) Every person to whom such .schedule is sent shall be 
bound to fill up and return the same within such time as may 
be specified therein whether he be liable to be assessed to thi 
tax or not. 

3. Demand ami colkction rcnister to be maintained — 

From the information obtained as aforesaid, and from other 
infoimation at its dispo.sal, the Cantonment Board shall cause 
to be prepared in Forms ‘A’ and ‘A-1’ appended to these 
bye-laws, demand and collection registers in which the names 
of all persons liable to pay the tax shall be entered and 
shall cause such register to be corrected from time to time 
as may be required. 

4. Period within which to make the payment : — 

The tax shall be payable within 15 days of demand. 

5. Inspection of register, — Any person whose name is entered 
in the register referred to in bye-law 3, or the agent of any 
such person, shall be permitted free of charge to inspect and 
take extracts from any portion of the said register which 
relates to such person. 

6. Liability for payment of ta.x ; — 

(1) livery person who keeps any vehicle for use, whether 
a.s owner of such vehicle or a person who hired it. or who 
has the loan of it or has charge of it in any other capacity 
shall be docmed, to be the person liable to the assessment of 
the said tax. 

(2) Every person who become possc.ssed of any vehicle in 
respect of which he is liable for the fii'st time to pay the said 
tax shall, within 15 days of his becoming possessed of the 
same, give notice, in writing to the Executive Officer of the 
Cantonment, of the facts of his having become possessed of 
such vehicle. 

7. Grant of licence . — (1) The said tax on dogs and vehicles 
shall be collected by means of licence in Form ‘B* appended 
to these bye-laws and such licence shall not be panted until 
the tax has been paid for a period extending beyond 31st 
March, following the date of issue. 

(2) The said licence shall be granted exclusively in the 
name of the licensee and shall not be transferable. 

(3) The said licence shall be gr anted on application to the 
Executive Officer of the Cantonment by the person concerned 
and shall be issued for the periixl ending 31st March, next 
following a.s the case may be. 

8. Payment of tux when a peison erases to own the pedal 

bicycle.— -Any person who after the payment of the tax 
on p^al bicycle for and specified period cases to own any 
pedal bicycle for which he had paid the tax shall not be liable 
in the same period for further tax for any pedal bicycle of 
which he may subsequently become the owner, provided that 
the number of pedal bicycle for which he had paid the fax 
Is not exceeded. 

9. Cost of token.~(^l) A metal number plate showing the 
nunibcr of token and period for which the tax is paid, shall 
be issued by the Cantonment Board on payment of Rs. 0.50 
paise per nrjmbor plate and shall be affixed by the owner on 
some conspicuous part of the pedal bicycle for which it is 
issued. 

(2) In the event of loss of the said number plat?, a dupli- 
cate one shall be issued on payment of Rs, 0.50 paise only, 

10. Power to Inspect . — The licensing Officer or- any other 
person duly authorised by him in this behalf may enter and 
rnspect any place wherein he may have reasons to believe that 
there is any vehicle not taxed which is liable to taxation and 
may call upon any jierson to fumish any inform.ation as may 
be necessary to ascertain whether he is liable to pay the 
tax, 


11. Power to seize the pedal bicycle.— The Revenue Ins- 
pector or the dealing Revenue Clerk shall have the power to 
seize or cause to be seized and detain any pedal bicycle which 
is found in any puWic place within the Cantonment limits 
without the necessary number plate indicating that tax has 
been duly paid therefor. 

12, Is'sue of receipt for seized pedal bicycle : — 

Whenever a pedal bicycle is seized and detained by the 
Revenue Inspector or the dealing Revenue Clerk under bye- 
laws IL he shall immediately make a receipt in duplicate in 
Form ‘C’ appended to these bye-laws wherein he shall enter 
the name of the owner of the person in charge of the pedal 
bicycle, his address, and Ml particular of the said pedal 
bicycle and give a copy thereof to him in token of having 
seized and detaining his pedal bicycle, 

13. Tux to be paid on seized pedal bicycle : ■ — 

(.1) The tax payable on a pedal bicycle which is seized 
and detained under bye-law 11 shall be equal to the amount 
of the tux payable therefor the satisfaction of the Canton- 
ment Board that the said pedal picyclc has been in the posses- 
sion of the owner or the person In charge thereof for a lesser 
period. 

(2) The pedal bicycle seized and detained under bye-law 
1 1 shall be released on production of a valid receipf indicating 
that the tax leviable thereon has been paid to the Canton- 
ment Board. 

(3) The payment of the tax after seizure of the pedal 
bicycle under bye-law 11 shall not be accepted unless it is 
accompanied by the receipt mentioned in bye-law 12. 

14. Disposal of unreleased pedal bicycle : — 

(1) In the event of the owner of the person in charge of 
the pedal bicyle failing to produce proof of having paid, the tax 
due and the necessary number plate within IS days of the 
seizure and detention of the said pedal bicycle, it shall be 
liable to be sold by public auction. 

(2) When a pedal bicycle is sold, the sale proceeds thereof 
shall be appU«l to the payment of the tax due and such 
other expenses as may be. incurred in giving notice for sale 
as specified in bye-law 14 and the balance if any, shall be 
refunded to the owner or the person in charge of the said 
pedal bicycle seized and detained and the payment of 
balance may be made by money order after deducting the 
postal charges. 

15. Procedure to auction the unreleased pedal bicycle : — 

When a pedal bicycle is auctioned under bye-law 14, the 
Cantonment Board shall fix the time, place and conditions, 
subject to which the auction shall be conducted, and also give 
due notice to the ovvncr ur the person in charge of the said 
pedal bicycle communicating to him the date, place and time 
fixed for such auction. 

Provided that if the owner or the per son in charge of the 
pedal bicycle so seized and detained produces a receipt of 
having paid the dues in respect of the said pedal bicycle, before 
the Coninrcncemcnt of the auction, it shall be restored to him. 

16. .Safe custody of .seiz,ed pedal bicycle ;■ — 

The Cantonment Board shall take every possilde measure to 
keep the pedal bicycle seized and detained under bye-law 11. 
in the siuno condition in which it was seized and detained, 
while it is in its custody, 

17. Maintenance of records for .seized pedal bicycle t— 

The Cantonment Board shall maintain a register wherein 
all the pedal bicycle seized and detained under bye-law 1 1 shall 
be entered chornologically in Form ‘D’ appended to these 
bye-laws. 

18. Penally for breach of bye-law.s : 

Whoever contravenes any of these bye-laws shall be punish- 
able with fine Ulrich may c.xtend to one hundred mpees and, 
m the case of a continuing contravention, witli an additional 
fine which may extend to twenty rupees for every day during 
winch such contravention contmuc.s after conviction for the 
first .such coirtraventiop. '■
